BUFFALO, May 2.—The visiting di- 
rectors of the St. Louis World's Fair were 
Conspicuous today in the brilliant parade 
that characterized the dedication of the 
Pan-American Exposition. President Fran-

MUNICIPAL GARBAGE PLANTS. 


The experience of a number of English cities goes to show 
that a municipal garbage reduction plant is not only less 
costly than contract work, but may actually be made a source 
of profit. 

’ Some of these have already been referred to in the Post- 
Dispatch. But the list is a long one. Liverpool collects and 
disposes of garbage by one of its municipal departments. 
Part of it is carried out to sea, and part burned in a de- 
structor. The steam obtained from the furnaces is used for 
generating electric light for the works themselves and for the 
wharves, and for a disinfecting station. In Bristol, a city of 
$20,000 inhabitants, the average collection annually is 67,500 
cart loads at a cost of $45,000. The garbage is burned in a 
destructor at an approximate cost of 24 cents a ton. The cost 
of operating the destructor in 1897, including repairs, was only 
$23,600. All the work“is done by the municipality. 

Detailed information of expenses of operation and descrip- 
tions of plants are to be found in public reports or facts will 
be supplied by the officers of cities whose experience is val- 
uable. It seems strange if the city of St. Louis allows itself 
to be held up by contractors for want of primary informa- 

- tion.

POLICE COURT

L. E. Furnise of 4124 Sarpy avenue told 
a tale of trouble in the City Hall Police 
Court Monday morning which made listen- 
ers wonder that his hair was not white. 

Furnise has a wife with whom her step- 


children cannot get along and a son-in-law 
with whom he and his wife cannot get 
along. These and the son-tn-law’'s parents 
all live under one roof. 

George Harrington, Sr., and George Har- 
rington, Jr., the latter Furnise’s son-in- 
law, were defendants with him. Miss 
Daisy Barbee represented Furnise. 

“It all started with our stepmother,” 
said young Mrs. Harrington, who appeared 
as a witness against her father. “She 
throws things at my husband and me, My 
father and stepmother live upstairs, my 
husband's: folks live downstairs and my 
husband and I live in the hallway. 

“Saturday my stepmother Kept coming to 
the head of the stairs and throwing down 
bread crumbs on me. My husband told 
her she would have to stop that. 

“Sunday my father went out and way- 
laid my husband. He had his baby in his 
arms, and, as my husband came along, he 
struck him and then commenced throwing 
bricks at him. 

“My husband threw the bricks back in 
self-defense, and that was all I saw before 
the policemen came. 

Furnise was inclined to blame his daugh- 
ter for not being able to get along with 
her stepmother. 

“There never was any trouble until my 
daughter married this young Harrington 
three months ago,’ he said. “She was on- 
ly 17 vears old, and we tried to break it up, 
but they told a yarn at the license office 
and got married. 

‘My son-in-law’s father made all the 
trouble. He and his son were both beat- 
ing me when the policeman came. I had 
my baby in my arms when the trouble 
started, but I had to set it down and I 
don't know what did become of it.” 

“The old man waylaid me on a vacant 
lot,’ the young hushand said, “and if my 
father hadn't helped me he might have 
killed me. It all started with our step- 


mother.”’ 

Then Mrs. Furnise took the stand. She 
saii that she had been a model step- 
mother, and that the perverseness of ot 
ers in the household had caused all the 
trouble. 

Last of all, 
stand, 

‘T heard Saturday that old man Furnize 
was plotting to injure me and my son,” he 
declared, ‘and when I saw them fighting I 
ran out to help my son. I have never made 
the cld man any trouble.’ 

‘Now. come up here, all of you, prisonera 
end witnesses said Judge Sidener ‘I'm 
going to fine each of these men $5 and stey 
the fine, and if you have any more trouble 
they wilh be sent right to the workhouse 
and the rest of you arrested.

AFFECTS A MINERS’ STRIKE 


x0O men, comprising five companies. The 
entire force thus consists of 2200 men fora | 
population of 600,000. The entire department 
is under Provost Marshal-General Davis, 
with Col. Wilder as the active executive of- 
ficer. 

“The city is divided into ten districts, | 
each with a station house and commanded | 
by a captain or lieutenant of police. The 
native captains and lieutenants recelve 80 
pesos a month, equivalent to $40, and the 
patrolmen 20 pesos. tegular beats. are 
patrolci, each man having two-hour 
watches through. the twenty-four. 

“The force is entirely adequate. I1 be- 
lieve there is not a city on earth where less 
crime is committed than in Manila. The 
native population is very orderly, and the 
talk about their being demoralized by the 
importation of American intoxicants is in- 
correct. Not all the beer shipped to Manila 
can supply the demand from the American 
troops and scarcely any reaches the na- 
tives. In fact, I never saw a native drunk 
or disorderly in all my service as assistant 
chief of police. 

‘“‘As for the native police, they are thor- 
oughly reliable and peculiarly fitted for the 
work. They are naturally detectives and 
display especially good judgment and skill 
in performing their duties. They are adepts 
~$ locating people and obtaining !Informa- 
tion. 


Natives Are 
Very Orderly. 


“A great many arrests of natives were 
made in my term of office, probably several 
thousand, of which about #00 were of po- 


Ijtical offenders. The others were for vio- 
lations of the sanitary regulations in almost 
every case. There have been remarkably, 
few arrests for tarceny or similar offenses. 
“All of the arrests for political reasons 
were made by Capt. Gains of Kentucky, 
Capt. Mapes of Nebraska and myself, with 
a guard of natives. 
“‘In these cases the most usual offense 
was furnishing supplies to the insurgents. 
Most of the offenders were natives, but 
the principal case—and it has attracted con- 
siderable attention here, as well as creat- 
ing a sensation in ‘Manila—was the arrest 
of D. M. Carman last February, which 
was made by Capt. Gains and myself. Car- 
man was a weaithy merchant from San 
Francisco. He .was charged with selling 
supplies to the insurgents. He has been 
released on $10,000 ball and will be tried bv 
a military commission. Until his triel is 
pas lam not at liberty to talk much about 
t.

‘These political arrests and the resulting 
deportation of the offenders, had much to 
do, in my opinion, with bringing about the 
present destrable conditions in the Philip- 
pines.

“Our work usually was devoid of interest, 
although we went into the provinces fre- 
quently after political offenders. Last De- 
cember the police department was tnformed 
that a number of insurgents and _ their 
sympathizers were gathered about four 
miles from Manila. We went up the Pasig 
river in bancos, the native canoes, five or 
six men in each, and twenty men in all. We 
landed at 4 a. m.. right at the houses in 
which the insurgents were gathered. Here 
was where the native police gave a good 
account of themselves. We surrounded the 
houses, but the occupants broke out, and, 
in the skirmish, two were wounded. We 
captured 29. They were on their way to join 
Gen. Caille’s troops in the south of the 
island.”’

LOUISVILLE, Ky., May 20.—Probably the 
most sweeping injunction ever issued 


affecting the United Mine Workers in Hop- 
kins County, where a strike is In progress. 
The decree was granted by J. T. Munn in 
County Court. The strikers are not 
only enjoined from interfering with the 
company’s property, but are prohibited 
from collecting funds, receiving food or 
practicaily in any other way obtaining aid 


to prelonge the lockout. 

The injunction = recites, 
things: 

“You are hereby enjcined and restrained 
from persuading, soliciting, causing or com- 
pelling any or either of their employes to 
stop work or quit their service, or abandon 
his contract, from retaining any per | 
centum or part of the wages of the em- | 
ploye, or any one of the defendants, wheth- | 
er with or without the consent of said 
employe, or of anv money of said employe, 
whatever, or soliciting, collecting or extort- 
ing from any person or persons any money 
or property, disbursing or paying or fur- 
nishing any money or property to any per- 
son. From injuring the property, or in 
persuading or causing or compelling any 
employe or employes or either of the plain- 
tiffs to stop work or quit service or abandon 
his contract with either of the plaintiffs.”

ONCE HOISTED THE FLAG. 


Maj. Robert P. Noah, Whose Career, 
Has Been Eventful, Is Dead. 
NEW YORK, May 20.—Maj. Robert Phil- | 
lips Noah, who has been a practicing law- | 
yer in this city for many years, died at his | 
home in this city last night, aged 68 years. 
Maj. Noah was a son of Maj. M. M. 
Noah, a sheriff of New York County three- 
quarters of a century ago. The son early 
entered politics and at the outbreak of 
the civil war was United States storekeep- 
er at Rio de Janeiro, Brazil. The United 
States consul in that city, being a south- 
ern sympathizer, hauled down the Ameri- 
can flag, whereupon Maj. Noah took pos- 
session of the consulate and turned the 
consul out. He was highly complimented 
for this by the Federal government. 

Maj. Noah served tn the Crimean war, for 
he went to England at the outbreak of hoa- 
tilities, and, securing a commission, fought 
throughout the campaign. Previous to that 
while yet a boy he served in the Mexican 
campaign. 

Maj. Noah's father founded Noah's Times 
and Mesenger more than two generations 
ago and gave the elder Bennett his first 
job in a printirg office, that of printer's 
“devil.” ft is said that he and nine other 
men contributed $10 each with which to 4 
start the New York Herald. 

Maj. Noah continued the Times and Mes- 
senger until sbout 2 years en when 
ceased to publish it. The office of the
